The senate penitentiary com- 
mittee highly praised Georgia’s 
penal system yesterday. although 
it recommended that the 
convict camps, the so-called sweat- 
boxes and the iron pieks attached 
to the prisoners’ legs be abolished. 

In a report released by Clem 
E. Rainey, chairman of the Prison 
and Parole Commission, the sena- 
tors also advocated segregation 
and classification of prisoners, 
more frequent paroles for certain 
types of convicts and 
of all prisoners until they are free 
of contagious diseases. 

‘The committee recommended 
that the state convict camps be 
abolished as they complete the 


road projects on which they are.

No one who follows the news of shifting 
fortunes of war from Europe's battlefields can 
doubt the pendulum of victory has now, defi- 
nitely, begun its swing away from the Axis 


powers. 

Germany's attack on Russia appears to have 
boreged down. Russian counter-attacks are re- 
gaining previously lost ground. None of the 
maior objectives, Leningrad, Moscow, Kiev and 
Odessa, have yet been taken by the Nazis. It 
is apparent that the best the Germans can 
now hope for, before next spring at least, is a 
stalemate on the Russian front. For soon the 
terrible forces of winter, cold and snow, mud 
and ice. will halt all mechanized forces. 

At same time the Russians claim to 
have inflicted terrific losses on their German 
There is corroboration for these claims

foes 
in the efforts Germany is making to induce 
men of the occupied countries to volunteer for 
service against the Soviet. Apparently, how- 
ever, they have met with little success in this 
plan, so far. It is even claimed by Russian 
snurces that recent conferences between Hitler 
and Mussolini have had as primary purpose a 
demand from Hitler that Italian troops be 
used to replace German units which have been 
decimated. 

Add to this the terrific pounding that the 
RAF and the Russian air forces are giving 
to Berlin and other German centers. Also count 
in the scale the growing shortage of gasoline 
and oil within Germany and the steady im- 
provement of the British position in the battle 
of the Atlantic, and the picture of optimism 
for the cause of freedom grows even brighter. 

There is, too, the mounting threat in the 
Near East, where Sir Claude Auchinleck, who 
succeeded General Wavell as commander, is 
building up a force which will soon be ready 
to strike at any vulnerable point in the Axis 
cefenses there. 

Truly the picture of the war, as its third 
vear begins, is far, far brighter than had even 
been hoped for, a few months ago. Hitler ap- 
parently made his fatal mistake when he at- 
tacked Russia. Yet all would-be world con- 
querors are doomed, soon or late, to take the 
false step that. leads to defeat. If Adolf had 
not done it this year, he would have opened 
the road to his own defeat in some manner 
or other, later.

The United States Navy reports that a 
submarine, described in Iceland as German, 
fired torpedoes at the VU. 8. destroyer Greer 
while the vessel was en route to Iceland. The 
Greer, in return, droppéd depth charges. The 
submarine was believed to have been hit and 
possibly smashed, 

It is searcely likely that this incident will 
provoke the United States. into war with the 
Axis powers. A nation which could accept the 


deliberate outrage perpetrated by the Nazi sub-. 


marine which sank the Robin Moor and left 
her American passengers and crew to die, in 
small boats, in mid-Atlantic, is unlikely to 
become excited over a torpedo which missed a 
destroyer.

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Mississippi Cheese 

Georgia produces practically no cheese. The 
excuse advanced by agriculturalists is-that this 
state is short of the necessary pasture land for 
milk cows, being unable to provide even five 
months of pasturage. 

Yet, within the past two weeks, eight car- 
loads of cheddar cheese, produced in Missis- 
sippi, have been shipped out of Atlanta, where 
it has been stored for the necessary aging. 
The cheese will mostly go to England under 
provisions of the lend-lease act. 

If Mississippi can produce cheese, certainly 
Georgia can. Various proprietors of farms 
have demonstrated that eight) months of good 
grazing pasturage can be provided here. Two 
Atlantans who have added modern farming 
to their interests, Hughes Spalding and Frank 
Neely, have been outstanding in pasturage suc- 
cess. In the great cheese-producing areas of 
Wisconsin and Ontario the cows have to be 
stabled and fed in the barns for at least five 
months of every year. 

Cheese is one of the most profitable forms in 
which milk can be marketed. It is a source of 
constant farm income. Proper handling of a 
large dairy herd is, necessarily, a difficult and 
all-time job. Yet the results are well worth 
while. 

Again, if Mississippi can successfully pro- 
duce cheese, there is no reason why Georgia 
agriculture cannot likewise benefit.

live British sources now put the total 
German losses in the war with Russia thus far at approximately 
1,750,000 men, counting dead, wounded, missing and captured, with 
similar losses by the Russians of 2,000,000 to 3,000,000. 

The contrasting claim of the Russians is that 2,000,000 Germans 
have heen killed or wounded, while the more extravagant claims 
of the Nazi propaganda machine place the Soviet losses at upwards 
of 5,000,000, 

So intense has been the fighting in what already has come. to 
be recognized as ‘“‘the bloodiest war in history,” that it is doubtful 
if either side has had time to accurately estimate its losses, but be- 
cause the British from the beginning have clung more closely to 
the truth, their figures may be accepted as offering a more honest 
approximation of the facts. Our own official military observers 
returning from duty in England have reported time and again on the 
practice of the British in consistently underestimating enemy losses, 
while leaning backward to give a fair picture of their own. 

This being true, it is possible to

ports, released through official sources in Moscow, telling of. the 
growing demoralization both of the German soldiers and their rela- 
tives in the rear arising from the tremendous casualties suffered 
by the Nazis in Russia. 

If the Russian claims did not conform so closely to the British 
estimates of German losses, there would be less grounds for credence. 

According to the Moscow communiques, which are made avail- 
able in complete form here daily, Soviet troops have captured a 
number of Nazi regimental and divisional headquarters with all 
documents and correspondence intact. The German files provided 
reading matter of great interest to Red army military authorities, 
ranging from secret military instructions for German commanders 
to letters of Nazi troops withheld for various reasons by the Ger- 
man censors. 

These documents, if their contents can be trusted—-and there is 
no reason to distrust them in view of the figures on German losses 
the British now give——offer a vivideflescription of the terror created 
in Nazi ranks by Soviet tank attacks, the lowering morale of the 
German people behind the lines, and the great loss in mechanized 
equipment,

troops, the following from an officer of the 19th German tank divi- 
sion, written to a fellow officer on August 19, is particularly in- 
teresting:

Not 
a single tank remains in the regiment. What kind of a tank regi- 
ment is that! 

“The division staff informed us that we shall not get any new 
tanks soon.

“Our men are trained to fight behind armor, and without tanks 
they are more like rabbits than soldiers. They spend most of their 
time looking around for cover. 

“As you know, the infantrymen fight their best only when they 
know our tanks are with them. As soon as the tanks disappear, 
they lose their aggressive spirit.”

From Eberbach the wife of Private Alfred Schid wrote to her 
husband: “The night train came in with 260 wounded. Five ambu- 
lances traveled back and forth from 12:30 to 3:45 to carry them 
from the station. I watched them and kept thinking—where. is 
my husband? Maybe he needs help, too, or maybe he is already 
buried in the cold earth.” 

Private Willi Weingold’s wife writes: “There are no potatoes 
in Berlin, and, if there ever are any, one has to stand in line for 
hours to get them.” 

Private Buegler’s wife writes from Berlin: “We were mistaken: 
We thought the war would end this year, but it has only just begun 
in earnest.” 


WHEN WILL IT END? Letters received by German privates 

and officers tell about starvation, ex- 
cessive work at miserly pay, about the terrible winter ahead. about 
sons, brothers and husbands killed at the front, about the hopeless 
prospects of the war and the frightful effects of the air raids. When 
will it all end? There is hardly a letter that does not contain this 
question, 

Such are the “military secrets” disclosed in the Nazi. soldiers’ 
mail. In diaries of Nazi soldiers, arrogant confidence in their in- 
vincibility in the first days of the war soon began to give place 
to bitter disillusionment and dismay in face of the unexpected and 
vigorous rebuff of the Red army and the Soviet people. Diary 
entries show with increasing frequency that the nerves of Hitler's 
officers and soldiers are beginning to give way, that the terrific 
losses of the German troops, the annihilation of their finest regi- 
ments and divisions, are arousing a spirit of despondency and fore- 
boding. 

It is not possible to write all of this off as propaganda emanating 
from Moscow, If the Germans have lost anything approaching 
1,750,000 men thus far, as the British conservatively estimate they 
have, then the demoralization both with the Nazi troops and with 
the people at home must be something discouraging to Hitler's 
dreams of world dominion. It all may offer an advance cue to the

Federal government today obtain- 
ed consent decrees’ invalidating 
contracts between certain big 
American drug companies and the 
so-called German dye trust—-con- 
lracts which allegedly had _sre- 
stricted American participation in 
the Latin American drug market 
to the advantage of the German 
firm.
